Black Death had Profound 
Effect Upon the Morals 
and Customs of People 

The history of the noyal College of 
Surgeons of England was tho subject 
of the first p-ipor, road by X>. M. An- 
gevine at tho Osier Society last night. 
The title of tho second paper ivas 
■'Hishlights In the History of Kpide 
mlcs " read by J. P. h. Browne. 

Tho College of Surgeon's had its 
origin In two separate companies; the 
one that of tho Ha rbcrs, formed In 130S 
and that of tho Surgeons proper In- 
rorpornted In I.I1IO. Tho l.itipr 
snifill in niimlxîrs and poor, consisting 
mostly of military aurgoons. There w:m 
a strenuous fight botwcon the two 
companies for tho control of the prac- 
tice of Siirgpi'y In Ijondon, At this date 
tho Hurgponii were the less skilful than 
tho Ibirl.prH.

Jiidse my 
task, therefore, not l>liiully (since the 
problem is a serious oiie\. but in tb.it 
aplrll of universal kindness which 
everyone who has hail the privllese of 
vlalilng your ooitntry knows to bo tht 
finoal (salure of American life.

AU times during hia practise he 
v/M experimenting. 

Such was the pioneering mind of 
•Tohn Kunter. lie handed on ^lis torch 
to men like Aslley Cooper, Olinc 
Everard Home, Blizard, Dorscy, Gib- 
son and Phystuk. John Hunter pro 
foundly Influenced surgery In Amerl 
ca, John Morgan and "William Shlppon 
thé founders ot the first medical school 
In America whlch has c.\pandod out 
into the medical school of the Univcr- 
.slty of Pennsylv.ania, much influenced 
by Hunter. Phypirk was almost as 
much the mouthpiece of John Hunter 
In America as was Abcrnethy In En 
land. The best American surgery grow 
out of English surgery with Hunter ns 
Its prophet. The firpt profes.sorship of 
surgery in Harvard was Collins T\'ar 
ren, tho distingui.ehed son of an cml 
nent father and the pupil of Astl'?y 
Cooper, who was a pupil of Hunter. 

Hunterlan Ideas' .iwoko In the minds 
of men a desire to explore old ground 
by new methods and to uneartli :o;iic 
truths so lonp concealed. There was 
a spirit of adventure like that which 
animated the Elizabethan explorers, 
the ambition of the human intellect, to 
.extend Its range of vision and know 
ledge. 

To Hunter belong the credit of the 
discovery of this Xew World. He 
was wlio lirlitPd the torch and handdd 
it on to oiher.s, who by their teaching 
and practice have spread the Influ- 
ence of Hunter wherever modern sur- 
sery is to bo found." 

At first Hunter w.ip buried in vault 
Ï of the church of .^In^tin■s-i^■-th?• 
7-"ield. bm ill iSfi.-., diip to tlie work of 
nn admirer, by the name of Buchanan, 
his body was removed to Westminster 
Abbey.

IDr. IT. A. Latlour in commenting on 
tho paper recalled the early opldomicK 
In Montreal ot typhus, cholera and 
Hiiiall-po.\ and recounted some In- 
tensely personal e,\-perienccs. He at- 
tributed the decline in epidemics to an 
enlightened public opinion and to an 
efficient Government Control of such 
matters as quarantine, etc,' '
